has b een employed to look after the In­ 
terests of otharjheira In a large estate 
which b elonged to this ancestor and 
which is now looking for an owner. 
The pretended attorney further adds 
that he should b e glad to look after the 
interests of the person addressed and 
will do so without charge if so autb or- 
iz >d, except t hat a percentage will b e 
deducted from the turn collected, 
All 
this looks charmingly sincere, and the 
victim usually accept* the prospect of 
fortune thrust ujmm him with greatsat- 
isfuetiou. 
In u few weeks comes notice 
that the legal proceedings have b een 
commenced in some distant court and 
it is unavoidab ly found« necessary to 
have a lot of old court records copied 
to use as evidence. 
If each heir will 
kindly contrib ute 15.00 it will pay the 
small expense. 
The victim cannot re ­ 
fuse lhis slight request and forwards 
the amount. 
In a few .weeks comes no­ 
tice that the court wants additional ev­ 
idence and it is necessary to send some 
one at a small expense to look after it 
in some other place and $5.00 more is 
asked for. 
This request for money 
to pay for costs and expenses keeps

throws up the ease in disappointment 
and refuses to shell out farther.

makes a great harvest for the rascals 
who are working the game.

The laws 
of title b y prosesaion and limitation cut 
off all of these imagined claims and 
those who spend money to assertain
